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Lady Cats win soccer district 
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CU sewer project to include C'Burg

Carrollton Utilities indicated 
their intent to seek funding 
for a regional sewer project 
that would, among other 
things, extend sewer service in 


Campbellsburg to the north 
side of 1-71. 

During an informal meeting 
with Campbellsburg mayor Rex 
Morgan and concerned prop¬ 
erty and business owners, CU 
representative Terry Roach said 
a regional approach will make 


funding more likely. “(Projects) 
score higher when they’re 
regional,” he said. 

Last year alone, Roach told 
the group, there were 200- 
300 water and sewer projects. 
Among that list, Carrollton 
ranked No. 1, he said, “because 


we showed regionalization,” on 
another project. 

Roach said Tuesday morn¬ 
ing that the overall project 
originates out of Carrollton, 
and includes a sewer extension 
to the new community college 
campus across from General 


Buder State park, improv¬ 
ing the General Buder State 
Park pump station, and some 
improvements to the sewer sys¬ 
tem around the National Guard 
armory. In Campbellsburg, in 
addition to extending sewer

Frederick said. “There 
isn’t one in the county. 

We want to add more 
events next year like this 
and we want to have 
more fundraiser and com¬ 
munity events.” 

Sprabary agreed as a 
resident of the city, com¬ 
munity and county, the 
fair will be a place for 
everyone in the county. 

“This year we have 
opened up the Halloween 
Festival event to the other 
classes. The freshman class 
will sell hot dogs, the

ROOSEVELT INSTITUTE'S 
FOUR FREEDOMS AWARDS 

Berry gets 
Freedom 
Medal

Henry County native, and celebrat¬ 
ed author, Wendell Berty has been 
awarded the Freedom Medal by the 
Roosevelt Institute in New York, N.Y. 

The award, presented last week, 
is part of a biennial ceremony that 
began honoring recipients in 1964 
based on principles laid out in 
President Franklin Delano Roosevelt’s 
Four Freedoms speech, delivered to 
Congress in January 1941. 

“(Wendell Berry’s) compelling 
vision of the importance of commu¬ 
nity and the need to live in harmony 
with the earth has changed the way 
that we all think about food, the 
environment and our responsibilities 
as global citizens,” said Roosevelt 
Institute president and CEO, Felicia 
Wong. 

Wendy Schmidt, president of the 
Schmidt Family Foundation, though 
unable to physically attend the award 
ceremony, presented Berry with the 
award, and referred to Berry’s per¬ 
sonal history as a road map for his 
work. 

“Born in the midst of the Great 
Depression in New Castle, Ky., to 
a family that had farmed in Henry 
County for five generations, you 
learned in those early years about 
how to work the land,” she said. 

“You also learned about cooperation, 
as your father, combining the practice 
of law and farming as part of his work 
with the New Deal, helped set up a 
13- state marketing cooperative for 
tobacco farmers.” 

Schmidt noted Berry’s travels 
thanks to the Wallace Stegner fellow¬ 
ship in fiction at Stanford Univeristy, 
a Gugenheim fellowship in Tuscany, 
and a position teaching creative writ¬ 
ing at New York University. 

“Throughout all of your travels, 
though, the pull of Henry County 
never left you,” Schmidt said. 

After returning to Henry County 
in 1964, Berry and his wife Tanya 
settled in at Lane’s Landing. 

“Lane’s Landing taught you a 
good deal, not just about farming, 
but about the connection between a 
sense of place and the nature of art,” 
Schmidt said. 

“Your life became a subject of your

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County update: Economic development 


Like most rural 
Kentucky communi¬ 
ties, Henry County’s 
local economy is very 
diversified. Agriculture, 
construction, retail, and 
industry make up the 
bulk of our private sec¬ 
tor economy. The state 
of Kentucky and a major¬ 
ity of counties, includ¬ 
ing ours, have economic 
development programs in 
some form. Though the 
state and counties use the 
term “economic develop¬ 
ment” in a broad sense, it 
almost always means the 
recruitment and expansion 
of industry. 

This type of eco¬ 
nomic development is 
highly competitive. Henry 
County is competing 
against dozens of for¬ 
eign countries, the lower 
48, and most Kentucky 
Counties. The state iden¬ 
tifies roughly 250 avail¬ 
able industrial sites in the

commonwealth on their 
active list. Of these, 132 
are publicly owned. Henry 
County has two sites 
on the list, one privately 
owned, and the other is 
owned by the county. 

According to our 
research there are 48 
Kentucky counties with 
economic development 
directors. When Henry 
County partnered last 
year with the 1-71 coun¬ 


ties of Carroll, Gallatin, 
Owen, Trimble, and 
Oldham to form Kentucky 
Connected, one of our 
main goals was to hire 
someone with experience 
in industrial development. 
Our board achieved this in 
the hiring of Steve Dale, 
who was a 17 year vet¬ 
eran with the Cabinet for 
Economic Development 
in Frankfort. By partner¬ 
ing with these other coun¬ 
ties, we were able to be a 
part of a professional ED 
program that we could 
have never afforded on 
our own. 

The Kentucky 
Connected Board, which 
I serve on along with the 
other County Judge/ 
Executives, meets month¬ 
ly. We are currendy work¬ 
ing on projects including 
the widening of 1-71 and 
funding for the Carrollton 
Community College. We 
recendy launched our 


Kentucky Connected web¬ 
site (kentuckyconnected. 
com). We have also taken 
several opportunities to 
meet with officials from 
the Cabinet and have 
an upcoming meeting 
with Larry Hayes, who 
is the Secretary of the 
Cabinet for Economic 
Development. In addition 
to the regional effort, we 
have a local Economic 
Development Council. 
This council is comprised 
of a dozen local officials 
and community leaders 
and meets monthly. The 
group has just started 
a visitation program to 
existing local industry. We 
are also looking at pos¬ 
sible training programs 
and accreditations that will 
help Henry County be 
more attractive to indus¬ 
try. 

As far as recent activ¬ 
ity in the county there is 
reason to be optimistic. 


Our Kentucky Connected 
Director and the folks 
from the Cabinet have 
met with perspective cli¬ 
ents in the past month. I 
have also recently fielded 
several calls from unnamed 
parties who were asking 
general questions about 
sites and features. In 
addition to the industrial 
work, there are a variety of 
other economic activities 
happening in the county. 
Most of these activities go 
on without any kind of 
government involvement, 
however on certain occa¬ 
sions local leaders do get 
involved. One opportunity 
that members of Fiscal 
Court, area farmers, and 
local leaders are pursuing 
is the possibility of locat¬ 
ing a small scale regional 
livestock processing facility 
in the county. A feasibility 
study was recently con¬ 
ducted by the state which 
showed strong evidence 


supporting the construc¬ 
tion of a facility. I person¬ 
ally have wanted to see 
something like this hap¬ 
pen for years and believe 
it would create a number 
of opportunities for our 
local Ag economy. If you 
are reading this and would 
be interested in investing 
in this type of facility I 
encourage you to contact 
me. 

This year has been an 
up and down one for our 
local economy. We are 
seeing some new retail 
business, and on the flip 
side we are in the process 
of losing several businesses 
that have served the needs 
of our county well. They 
will be sorely missed. All 
told at the end of the day 
there is strong sign that 
the overall big economic 
picture is looking up for 
Henry County. There is 
reason for optimism!

I need to work harder at connecting 


This was written during 
the autumn of 1988. 

At times over the 
past several years, I’ve 
attempted to square up 
the rounded corners of 
my life, to clean up the 
accumulation of broken, 
dead limbs in the yard, the 
coating of dust on the top 
of the door that never gets 
wiped off. 

I naively expect that it 
is possible for the stuff of 
life and living to come to 
absolute zero, square one, 
all in one box and neatly 
tied, thank you. Every 
now and then I want to 
begin the next phase of 
life sitting behind the 
straight, tidy desk I’ve 
seen only in pictures. 

The theory is, I need 
a new coat of paint, but 
the old paint needs to be 
scraped off first. 

To do this, I need to 
disconnect.. .and I try to 
disappear. I leave home 
for a few days and travel to 
a nearby city that is just far 
enough away to be away. 

But scraping paint is a 
tough job. 

I tell myself that for the 
time being, I am not to 
be husband, father, son,

friend or lawyer. I aim 
to become “me” again, 
even though I’m not sure 
exactly what that means. 

I suppose that what I am 
trying to do is to disap¬ 
pear—that’s the name I’ve 
given to this therapy— 
and at the end of it, I 
will “appear” as the new 
“me,” fresh and squeaky 
clean. So, the first step 
is to disconnect from my 
family, from friends and 
from work. 

My plan, if it can be 
called that, is to browse, 
write, think, and observe. 

I browse. I am in a 
gallery and see a work of 
art that I wish desperately 
some of my friends could 
see. 


I write. It makes me 
think—about all the other 
people in my life. 

I think. My son was 
about 10 years old when 
he said, for the first time, 
“Daddy, sometimes you 
just think too much.” 

I see a man with the 
tiny hand of a young 
girl—about the age of 
my daughter—wrapped 
around his index finger as 
they walk down the side¬ 
walk and my heart jumps. 

I sleep and I dream of 
my home and my chil¬ 
dren. 

In a fit of panicked 
objectivity, I tell myself 
that three or four days is 
not a long enough time 
to allow me to disconnect. 
But I just don’t think 
that’s true. Suppose, time 
and finances permitting, 

I disappear for three or 
four weeks, or months or 
longer. I could no more 
sever links between all that 
I am and those things that 
make me want to discon¬ 
nect than I could fly. 

The process is intended 
to be like a kind of a do- 
it-yourself rehabilitation— 
and I realize I’m not very 
good at it. It’s probably 


a good thing that no one 
else probably is either. I 
think no one should be 
able to get good at it. 

And the irony is that 
in trying to divorce all of 
these things, to discon¬ 
nect, is to recognize that I 
treat every role in my life 
as just that, a role—like a 
“do-list” of functions and 
relationships. It’s all well 
and good to step back 
and take a deep breath 
every now and then—and 
even to actually hold your 
breath sometimes—but 
no one should risk turning 
blue. I’ve created an illu¬ 
sion that the clutter of life 
is an affront to me, this 
idea of me; that this clut¬ 
ter, this dust, is somehow 
distinct and can be sepa¬ 
rated, washed and ironed. 

I should not get lost in 
the clutter, it should get 
lost in me. With apologies 
to Walt Kelley, “I have 
seen the enemy and he is 
me.” 

The things that make 
me want to disconnect, 
to disappear, are the very 
things that make “me.” I 
don’t need to disconnect, 

I need to work harder at 
connecting—every day. 


Domestic violence is a nationwide problem 


On a typical day across 
the country, our domestic 
violence programs help 
more than 64,000 victims, 
1,100 of whom live right 
here in Kentucky. 

But lack of funds, space 
and personnel mean 
another 10,000 have to 
wait for the services they 
need, including almost 
90 here in the common¬ 
wealth. 

These findings, com¬ 
piled last fall by the 
National Network to 
End Domestic Violence, 
are based on an in-depth 
survey that has been 
conducted annually for 
nearly a decade. By tak¬ 
ing a closer look at just a

single 24-hour period, we 
can get a clearer picture 
of the true size of a crisis 
that, between October 
2011 and September 
2012, took the lives of 25 


Kentuckians. 

Nearly two weeks ago, 
Governor Beshear con¬ 
tinued a long-standing 
tradition of recognizing 
October as Domestic 
Violence Awareness 
Month. In his procla¬ 
mation, he noted that 
domestic violence costs 
the United States more 
than $5.8 billion a year, 
most of which goes direct¬ 
ly to healthcare costs and 
which is almost certainly 
under-reported. 

This crime cuts across 
all socio-economic demo¬ 
graphics, with one-third 
of women in Kentucky 
reporting they have been 
abused at least once in 


their lifetimes. 

In recent years, the 
General Assembly has 
worked with Governor 
Beshear and other admin¬ 
istrations to try to slow 
if not stop domestic vio¬ 
lence. We have increased 
training requirements for 
those who handle these 
types of cases, for example, 
and kept insurance com¬ 
panies from discriminat¬ 
ing against those who are 
victims. We made it pos¬ 
sible to sue stalkers in civil 
court, and designed the 
nation’s first automated 
victim-notification system, 
which is known as VINE.

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lines north of the inter¬ 
state — possible thanks 
to a utility bore — two of 
the original pump stations 
installed in 1974 will be 
replaced and rehab work 
will be done on some of 
the existing sewer lines. 

That regionalization 
would include not just 
providing sewer lines 
across 1-71, but spot 
work throughout the CU 
system in Carroll and 
Owen Counties. 

The loan CU will pur¬ 
sue, Roach said, involves 
loan forgiveness program, 
that could forgive up to 
30 percent of the total 
loan. 

“It’s basically as close 
as you can get to free 
money out there,” Roach 
said. “The state’s no lon¬ 
ger doing the line-item 
grants. We have to start 
borrowing money.” 


Roach added that the 
project would be the 
best chance to encourage 
economic development 
on the north side of the 
interstate. With businesses 
already there, he said, 
that could provide extra 
incentive to the state to 
approve and fund the 
project. 

Paperwork for the 
project profile will be 
submitted by December, 
Roach said. In a best case 
scenario, funding would 
be approved and released 
in December 2014, with 
construction possibly 
beginning in 2015. 

The project profile 
hasn’t been finalized, 
but the sewer line could 
extend to the Henry- 
Trimble County line on 
U.S. 421, and would 
allow access for current 
businesses to tie in. But 
Roach expressed cau¬ 
tion about running lines 
where there are no cus¬ 
tomers. “What I don’t 
want is to run a lot of 


lines to vacant property 
that sits vacant then for 
10 years,” he said. 

He also encouraged 
contribution from prop¬ 
erty and business owners. 
“We assume that the state 
would be paying for that 
and we would be borrow¬ 
ing all that money, unless 
we get together a coaltion 
of folks,” he said. “And 
whenever you show local 
contribution, the state 
looks favorably on that... 
they look at that and say, 
okay, these folks are really 
interested in.” 

Should a private entity 
offer to fund the project, 
Roach said, work could 
start almost immediately. 

But Roach cautioned 
that sewer projects are 
very expensive, and this 
one regional project alone 
could run up to $2 mil¬ 
lion. 

David McGuire said 
he certainly was inter¬ 
ested in getting sewer, 
but was concerned about 
what he considered to 


be unfulfilled promises. 
“My problem is we were 
promised this years ago,” 
he said. “If you all will 
agree to annex in, you 
will get this. We didn’t 
get it, therefore the city 
of Cambellsburg lied to 
us. 

“I’m interested in 
something that is con¬ 
crete fact.” 

While McGuire said 
CU had shifted its focus 
to Kentucky Motor 
Speedway, Roach said 
work hadn’t been done 
near the track for some 
time. He said the last 
sewer project CU worked 
on was the Eagle Creek 
Resort near Owenton. 

Another resident 
expressed concern that 
one of the benefits of 
being annexed was to 
have sewers — something 
that hasn’t materialized. 
“We are now paying city 
taxes, and we still have 
gotten no further with 
this project than what was 
discussed two years ago.” 


Morgan said that 
expansion discussion 
began about four years 
ago, and began with the 
interstate bore. 

“The discussion at the 
time with business owners 
was trying to get the bore 
under the interstate,” he 
said. “Business owners 
wanted to know what 
they could do to work 
with the city to get the 
bore. 

“There was no com¬ 
mitment made to provide 
any sewer beyond that. 
Because the city does not 
have, and has not had, 
the money to do that.” 

McGuire claimed 
that several businesses 
have been turned down 
because sewers are not 
on the north side of the 
interstate. 

“Do you know how 
many motels have been 
turned down? How many 
big restaurants have been 
turned down? It was just 
going to be a matter of 
time... as soon as they 


put the sewers in, they’ll 
come,” he said. 

Roach wasn’t swayed 
by the argument, say¬ 
ing that such arguments 
have been made in many 
places, including the 
Speedway site. 

“Speedway would be a 
prime example of sewers 
that have no users,” he 
said. “I’ve got sewers on 
all eight corners.” Three 
of those corners are in 
use, he said, but the other 
five, are not. 

“I have to be careful... 
the promise of build and 
they will come, doesn’t 
always work.” 

He added that if a 
business wants to come 
in, but needs sewer and 
doesn’t want to wait, 
that business should par¬ 
ticipate in paying for the 
sewer. 

The city will have 
another information 
meeting along with 
Roach at 6 p.m., Monday, 
Nov. 18.

Festival, the fairgrounds 
will host another family 


focused event to close 
out its 2013 year. 

“Our Dickens 
Christmas Festival is 
really neat,” Frederick 
said. “If you are here 
from 1 to 5:30, you will 
see 10 minute scenes 
of the entire Christmas 
Carol by about a dozen 
of our cast members. 
People will have time to 
shop and eat in between 
scenes and we use chil¬ 
dren in the crowd for 
Bob Cratchit’s kids.” 

Attendees for the 
Dickens event can enjoy 
traditional Christmas 
Dinner, decorated 
scenery populated by 
Christmas trees and the 
comforting scents that 
invoke the holiday season 
like the hot English drink 
wassail. Linda Frederick 
said the culinary delights 
accommodate everyone’s 
palate. 

“We have a spice cake, 
Cornish hens, ham and 
chicken dumplings,” 
Frederick said. “We have 
things for kids to eat too. 
We accommodate the 
whole family.” 


As the fairgrounds 
expand so do the oppor¬ 
tunities, according to 
Spraybary.

They want to do 
a fundraiser here that 
could be a concert,” 


Spraybary said. “We’ve 
talked with Kosair’s 
Charities for a fundraiser.

It’s not 
just good for the busi¬ 
ness, but local businesses 
too.” 

Spraybary said at the 
last Froggy Field Party, 
70 percent of attendees 


were from out of county 
and 20 percent were 
from out of the state. 

“We’ve had people

Sprabary said. “This 
place draws people that

In the future days, which we seek to make 
secure, we look forward to a world founded 
upon four essential human freedoms. 

The first is freedom of speech and expression 

— everywhere in the world. 

The second is freedom of every person to wor¬ 
ship God in his own way — everywhere in 
the world. 

The third is freedom from want — which, 
translated into world terms, means economic 
understandings which will secure to every 
nation a healthy peacetime life for its inhab- 
itants-everywhere in the world. 

The fourth is freedom from fear — which, 
translated into world terms, means a world¬ 
wide reduction of armaments to such a point 
and in such a thorough fashion that no 
nation will be in a position to commit an act 
of physical aggression against any neighbor- 

- anywhere in the world. 

That is no vision of a distant millennium. It is 
a definite basis for a kind of world attainable 
in our own time and generation. That kind 
of world is the very antithesis of the so-called 
new order of tyranny which the dictators 
seek to create with the crash of a bomb.

“With pen and paper 
in hand, dozens of works 
followed... all grounded 
in the belief that one’s 
work ought to be rooted 
to one’s place.” 

Berry is fueled, she 
said, by “a passion that 
makes it impossible for 
you to betray your con¬ 
science,” leading him to 
speak out against war, 
corporate corruption and 
the death penalty, among 
other issues. 

Schmidt said that it is 
Berry’s work as an envi¬ 
ronmentalist that has had 
the biggest impact. “Your 
dedication to your art 
and life and the simple 
truths that have emerged 
from them has brought 
us closer to the kind of 
world FDR envisioned in 
the Four Freedoms,” she 
said. 

Berry humbly accepted 
the Freedom Medal. 

“I’ve never done any¬ 
thing that prepares me 


for this,” he said. “I’m 
more honored by this 
company and this occa¬ 
sion, than I am even by 
this medal.” 

He was joined in the 
ceremony by the other 
Four Freedoms Awards 
recipients: Freedom of 
Speech winner New York 
Times columnist Paul 
Krugman, Freedom from 
Fear winner Ameena 
Matthews, Freedom 
from Want winner the 
Coalition of Immokalee 
Workers, and Freedom 
of Worship winner Sister 
Simone Campbell. 

As part of his remarks, 
Berry spoke of the tobac¬ 
co program that devel¬ 
oped out of Roosevelt’s 
New Deal — the Burley 
Tobacco Growers 
Cooperative Association. 
“Because this has to do 
with tobacco, I must 
immediately beg your 
indulgence,” he said. 
“Though the crop can 
no longer be defended, 

I do still defend the pro¬ 
gram. For it was right 
in principle, generously 
conceived, well organized 
and effective. 

“It was politically and 
economically sound, 


because it solved, at 
minimal cost, one of the 
worst problems for farm¬ 


ers — the problem of 
overproduction, which 
always works to the 


advantage of the buyer 
of the product, never the 
producer.” 

Berry noted that until 
Roosevelt’s New Deal, 
attempts at similar coop¬ 
eratives failed. “This was 
not big government,” 
Berry said. “It was imple¬ 
mented and operated by 
regional leaders and by 
farmers.” 

He added that the 
program essentially made 
small and large produc¬ 
ers equal. “As long as it 
lasted the program kept 
the small farmers of my 
region on the farm,” he 
said. “It helped the land¬ 
less to buy land.” 

Despite the program’s 
demise, Berry sees the 
tobacco program as a 
shining example of coop¬ 
eration. 

“Finally defeated after 
six decades by its long¬ 
time free market enemies, 
that program still seems 
to me an exemplary work 
of government,” he said. 
“It provided to worthy 
citizens a degree of eco¬ 
nomic security that they 
could not have otherwise 
obtained. With appro¬ 
priate modifications, it 
could render the same 


help to produces of any 
farm commodity. And 
so it might effectively 
replace the present sys¬ 
tem of extravagant sub¬ 
sidization of the largest 
and wealthiest producers 
of a few crops.” 

In accepting the award, 
Berry welcomed the 
opportunity to acknowl¬ 
edge his “respect and 
gratitude for an act of 
governmental kindness to 
my people that remains 
an honor to the memory 
of President Franklin 
Roosevelt.” 

Past recipients of the 
Freedom Medal include 
Senator Russell D. 
Feingold, the European 
Court of Human Rights, 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton and President 
Bill Clinton, Mohamed el 
Baradei, U.N. Secretary- 
General Kofi Annan, 
South African President 
Nelson Mandela, Senator 
Edward Kennedy, 
Washington Post pub¬ 
lisher Katharine Graham, 
President Jimmy Carter, 
the Dalai Llama, U.S.

I wish we could have 
something like we used to 
have in New Castle they 
called a tea room. It really 
was a restaurant that had 
sandwiches and things to 
offer for Sunday school 
classrooms that came from 
out of town here to eat or 
a group of ladies looking 
for somewhere to lunch. 
They would come here 
and shop. That is what we 
need is something to draw 
people to our communi¬ 
ties. 

There was a place I read 
about in Iowa that I called 
a traveling arts and crafts 
tour. It is something that I 
would really love to see for 
Henry County. It would 
work in any of our small 
towns and communities. 

An artist or craft per¬ 
son would work on their

We were 
in Idaho and I saw this 
lady painting portraits on 
old spoons and I bought 
it.

Keeping in 
mind what I had just been 
discussing, the cat was on 
a piece of paper and I just 
picked it up and put it in 
the trash. I just turned 
around and said, ‘Okay get 
out your papers and lets 
start writing.’ 

I couldn’t wait to pick 
up their papers and see 
what they would say about 
it. One student wrote, C I 
am so disappointed. Mrs. 
Wallace we just knew she 
going to vomit, scream, 
yell, holler and she didn’t 
do anything but throw it 
in the trashcan.” 

That was one of my 
favorite memories from 
teaching was the cat. It 
didn’t bother me at all.

Campbellsburg will 
honor its commitment of 
$2,500 per year toward 
economic development 
in Henry County, though 
the commission had reser¬ 
vations about doing so. 

In September, Mayor 
Rex Morgan expressed 
concern about an invoice 
the city had received from 
Kentucky Connected, 
the six-county regional 
economic development 
group. 

But Morgan and the 
council were concerned, 
because when the council 
agreed to chip in $2,500 
per year for three years, 
it was at a time when 
the county was consider¬ 
ing pursuing economic 
development on its own. 
As such, Morgan said, the 


county was going to be 
contributing more out of 
its coffers than the cities. 

Now, with each county 
in the regional group 
chipping in $15,000, he 
said, the county is on the 
hook for less. As such, he 
argues, the cities shouldn’t 
have to pay as much. 

Along with 
Campbellsburg, New 
Casde pays $2,500, and 
Eminence pays $5,000 for 
economic development 
efforts. With the cities 
contributing $10,000, 
Morgan argues, the 
county is only on the line 
for $5,000, instead of 
$45,000. 

“Somewhere in there, 
obviously, the county 
judge-executive was able 
to make the call of not 
committing the $55,000, 
which was first discussed 
whenever the cities were 
asked to make the com¬ 


mitment,” he said. 

But Morgan said it’s 
not necessarily about the 
money. For him, it’s a 
matter of principle. 

“If the game plan had 
changed,” he said, “why 
weren’t the cities informed 
and then the whole finan¬ 
cial aspect of this project 
reevaluated? 

“It went from a 
$75,000 to $90,000 
commitment, down to 
$15,000.” 

The council agreed to 
honor the original three- 
year commitment. 

“I think we ought to 
pay the $1,250 the next 
two years” Morgan said. 
“After that, guess what? 
Campbellsburg has met its 
obligations.” 

Council member Jason 
Stanley agreed, and 
expressed concern about 
bringing in new busi¬ 
nesses without focusing 


on retaining existing busi¬ 
nesses. 

“It’s about like the 
Brunswick thing in 
Eminence,” he said. 
“Everybody wants new, 
but when Brunswick left, 
that was a big impact. 

“The good thing about 
Campbellsburg, we kind 
of have a lot to offer right 
now. But the county’s 
going to benefit from it, 
too.” 

Morgan said the idea 
that Campbellsburg could 
benefit from new business 
coming in has been “hung 
over Campbellsburg’s 
head.” 

“Campbellsburg may 
or may not (benefit from 
new business),” he said. 
“Eminence may or may 
not. New Casde may or 
may not. But the county 
will.”

• Difficulty breath¬ 
ing, shortness of breath 

• Chest or upper 
abdominal pain or pres¬ 
sure 

• Fainting, sudden 
dizziness, weakness 

• Changes in vision 

• Confusion or 
changes in mental sta¬ 
tus 

• Any sudden or 
severe pain 

• Uncontrolled 
bleeding 

• Severe or persistent 
vomiting or diarrhea 

• Coughing or vom¬ 
iting blood 

• Suicidal feelings 

• Difficulty speaking 

• Shortness of breath 

• Unusual abdominal 
pain

Symptoms that can 
be evaluated in an 
Urgent Care Center 
may include:

Young children, espe¬ 
cially babies younger 
than 8 weeks of age, 
can get sick quickly 
and may show differ¬ 
ent symptoms than 
adults when they are 
sick.

Always call 
your pediatrician if you 
are concerned about 
your child’s health. If 
you think that your 
child is having an emer¬ 
gency seek help imme¬ 
diately. 

Sometimes there are 
emergencies when you 
cannot drive yourself 
or a loved one to the 
hospital fast enough. If 
things are this severe 
then call 911 immedi¬ 
ately. If you are worried 
that someone is having 
a heart attack or stroke, 
then an ambulance 
is the safest and fast¬ 
est way to get medical 
treatment. In the end 
it is always better to be 
safe than sorry. 

Please remember that 


emergency departments 
see patients based on 
the severity of their ill¬ 
nesses or injuries, not 
on a first-come, first 
served basis. With that 
in mind, please take 
a moment to evaluate 
your symptoms and 
decide whether and ER 
or an urgent care cen¬ 
ter would be the best 
place to seek treatment. 
If you aren’t sure what 
to do call your physi¬ 
cian’s after hours line 
for advice. Where ever 
you go to be evaluated 
you can help ensure 
that you get proper 
care by taking a list of 
your medications and 
drug allergies, knowing 
if you have had your 
immunizations, and by 
staying calm. 


Autism: The why and 
the what to do 


I recently conducted 
a flu shot clinic at the 
Henry County Senior 
Center and was happy 
to be a part of immu¬ 
nizing our community 
against a disease (influ¬ 
enza) that kills roughly 
anywhere from 2,000 
to 49,000 people and 
results in 200,000 hos¬ 
pitalizations every year, 
according to wedmd. 
com. 

While the feedback 
was overwhelmingly 
positive, one patient 
did ask me to justify 
the rise of autism in our 
children and the use of 
vaccines. In response, 
this article focuses on 
the most up-to-date 
research on the causes 
of autism as well as a 
few of the non-prescrip¬ 
tion treatment options 
available. 

Research shows that 
autism is a genetic dis¬ 
order and that men are 
roughly four times as 
likely to develop the 
disease. However, genes 
alone aren’t enough to 
guarantee a child will 
develop the disease. 
Studies show the child 
also has to be exposed 
to certain outside, or

“environmental” factors 
to develop the disease. 
These can include the 
mother having gesta¬ 
tional diabetes during 
the pregnancy, the baby 
being exposed to an 
infection in the uterus 
during pregnancy, 
birth injury or trauma 
low birth weight, the 
mother taking the drug 
valproate during preg¬ 
nancy and childhood 
exposure to pesticides 
and industrial toxins 
(Chaste 2012). In order 
to minimize exposure 
to pesticides and indus¬ 
trial toxins, all children 
(and everyone with 
autism regardless of 
age) should eat organic 
food and drink filtered 
water as often as pos¬ 
sible. As you can prob¬ 


ably tell, dedication to 
proper prenatal health 
and supervision by a 
physician during preg¬ 
nancy is key for reduc¬ 
ing the risk of autism. 

Some patients and 
families aren’t aware 
that there are also 
simple over-the- 
counter options that 
have been proven to 
help with symptoms 
of the disease. These 
include vitamin C, 
pyridoxine, magnesium, 
melatonin(at bedtime), 
probiotics, vitamin B 
and omega-3-fatty acids 
(Kumar 2012). If you 
have questions about 
the role of any of the 
OTC options come 
see me at Bluegrass 
Drug Center in 
Campbellsburg and we 
can discuss their role in 
treatment. 

My final recommen¬ 
dation: be responsible 
for you and your loved 
ones’ health by getting 
vaccinations as recom¬ 
mended by your doctor, 
as there is no evidence 
that vaccines or how 
they are given causes 
autism.

She began her studies Sept. 16 at the KSP Training 
Academy in Frankfort. The course provided 194 hours 
of instruction during a five-week period. The curriculum 
included subjects such as legal liability and limits of tele¬ 
communicator authority, the telecommunicator’s role in 
public safety, interpersonal communications, customer 
service, interaction with the news media, stress, ethics 
and confidentiality, responder safety, basic fire dispatch, 
state emergency operations plans and criminal justice 
information systems, cardio pulmonary resuscitation, 
first aid training, emergency medical dispatch and special 
needs callers. The final week of the academy included 
training on computer-aided dispatch and other databases. 
To complete the course, the telecommunicators were 
required to successfully process scripted calls for service 
and demonstrate proficiency in obtaining pertinent infor¬ 
mation, dispatching responders, providing emergency 
medical dispatch if needed and correctly documenting 
information from the call for service. 

“Throughout the state, KSP telecommunicators pro¬ 
vide a lifeline to both citizens in need and officers in the 
field,” KSP Commissioner Rodney Brewer said.

Recent publicity about 
celiac disease and the 
gluten-free diet has led 
to misconceptions about 
gluten and its role in 
weight loss. As a conse¬ 
quence, many individuals 
without gluten intoler¬ 
ance are following a 
gluten-free diet. 

Celiac disease is an 
inherited, autoimmune 
disorder where the 
gastrointestinal tract 
cannot properly digest 
gluten, a protein found 
in wheat, barley and rye. 
In celiac disease, gluten 
destroys some of the 
intestine’s lining as it 
passes through the diges¬ 


tive tract, which hinders 
nutrient absorption. Only 
1 percent of the popula¬ 
tion has been diagnosed 
with celiac disease, while 
30 percent of the popu¬ 
lation carries its genetic 
markers. 

It is estimated that 
one in 133 people show 
signs of gluten sensitiv¬ 


ity, which like celiac dis¬ 
ease include indigestion, 
bloating, diarrhea and 
fatigue. An immune sys¬ 
tem response to gluten 
is thought to cause non¬ 
celiac gluten intolerance. 
A gluten-free diet is the 
current treatment for 
those with either disease. 

The reason why a 


gluten-free diet became 
a fad weight-loss diet 
is unknown says Janet 
Mullins, UK Food and 
Nutrition Extension 
Specialist. But the popu¬ 
larity of the diet has 
caused the gluten-free 
market to explode in 
recent years with gluten- 
free products command¬ 
ing a premium price. A 
recent survey found that 
only 10 percent of the 
people who purchase 
gluten-free products do 
so out of necessity. The 
other 90 percent pur¬ 
chase them because of 
the perceived health ben¬ 
efits of going gluten free. 


In fact, some who 
have been diagnosed 
with celiac disease may 
find that switching to a 
gluten-free diet causes 
them to gain weight. 
Gluten-free foods tend to 
have a higher amount of 
fat, refined carbohydrates 
and calories to make up 
for the taste gluten gives 
food. While the gluten- 
free diet is higher in fat 
and calories, it is often 
lower in important nutri¬ 
ents including fiber, iron, 
folate, carbohydrates, 
niacin, calcium and vita¬ 
min B12. 

If you’re interested in 
weight loss or mainte¬ 


nance, consider adding 
more fruits, vegetables, 
whole grains and lean 
proteins to your diet 
rather than going gluten 
free. More information 
on gluten is available in 
the UK extension pub¬ 
lication FCS3-564: The 
Gluten-Free Choice:

In the opening 20 
minutes, the Cats get a 
couple of decent chances 
and Hughes was called 
into action at 24:46 
when she saved a shot 
from 20 yards out. 

Gallatin took heart 
from the rare shoot¬ 
ing chance and broke 
through five minutes 
later. Gallatin made a 
deep throw-in to the 
box and the Lady Cats 
could not clear the ball 
out of danger.

player that we put in a 
defensive position to help 
shore up our defense and 
we hope he can get for¬ 
ward occasionally to sup¬ 
port our attack,” coach 
Bobby Jameson said.
